meet them Easter Sunday, April I. 
but on April 2 came a message he 
was unable to do so. 
The story was that Hinuuler 
telephoned Gen. Wolff and asked 
him why he had gone to Switzer- 
land.

negotiations for the exchange of 
prisoners.

A plane was sent April 27 to 
bring them to Allied headquarters, 
but hit a snag when Gen. Von 
Viotinghoffs emissary raised nu­ 
merous object ions to surrender de­ 
tails. 
"The Germans were told the fol­ 
lowing morning that they either 
would surrender unconditionally, or 
negotiations would terminate with­ 
out further delay.

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/ITH AMERICAN TROOPS IN 
GERMANY. May 3—(Delayed) 
—The victory over Germany finds 
the average American soldier curi­ 
ously unexcited. 
There is little exuberance, little 
enthusiasm and almost none of the 
woop-it-up spirit with .which hun­ 
dreds of thousands of men looked 
forward to this event a year ago. 
It has been a long and bloody 
trail—this 800-mile march from the 
beaches of Normandy in less than 
ll months. 
It has drained much 
from the men who mgtfe it—much 
from their bodies and much from 
their spirit. 
They are physically 
and emotionally tired. 
The destruction of the German 
armies came more slowly In this 
war than in 1918 when the arm­ 
istice burst with climactic sudden- 
nqps, stunning the world with Joy. 
This time there has been a series 
of capitulations and surrenders. 
For most units there was a grad­ 
ual cessation of combat as German 
lines melted into nothing before 
them or dissolved in chaos. 
That has prevented any mass 
feeling of exhilaration 
such as 
swept through the American army 
and the American nation at the 
close of the last war. 
It also has given many soldiers 
days or weeks In which to ponder 
over problems that victory in the 
west brings. They are talking over 
one thing: 
"Will I be sent to the Pacific?"

Output Up To 6,000 Pounds 


Will Require Permit 


District farm slaughterers who 
sold up to 8,000 pounds of meat in 
1944 were notified today they must 
register with local ration boards 
before next Monday to receive 
slaughter permits and be assigned 
1945 quotas. 
The East Liverpool ration board 
said it will mall registration forms 
and explanatory letters to the 14] 
district Individuals listed by it as 
farm slaughterers. 
14 
Listed 
Last Year 
However, only a few of the 14 
listed here slaughtered cattle last 
year on a comparatively large scale, 
the board said. 
The new order will restrict farm 
slaughterers to quarterly quotas, 
allowing them to sell in 1945 no 
more meat than they sold in the 
corresponding quartets of 1944, the 
board explained. Farm slaughterers 
who sold no meat In 1944 may ob­ 
tain a permit to sell not more than i 
400 pounds in 1945. 
So-called “Class 2” slaughterers 
—those who handled more than 
6,000 pounds of meat in 1944—must 
register with the district OPA of­ 
fice at Cleveland. 
W ill Check For Points 
The OPA Indicated the quotas 
reported by slaughterers will be 
checked against the number of red 
points surrendered by the dealer 
in 1944 to find if the full point 
value 
was 
received 
for ‘ every 
pound. 
If the slaughterer acknowledges 
In his report that he failed to sur­ 
render to local boardk the full 
number of red points, he will not 
be issued a 1945 quota until he 
signs u statement agreeing to com­ 
ply fully with rationing regulations, 
submitting a quarterly report on 
slaughtering and turning in the 
required number of points at the 
same time.

The measure, which now goes 
to the senate, would abolish SO 
percent rates allowed the govern­ 
ment in return for lands granted 
the railroads a century ago. Speak­ 
ers on both sides of the issue 
agreed the bill would increase the

Chairman Lea (D) of California 
of the commerce committee and 
other proponents said "simple Just­ 
ice'’ required the action, arguing 
that the railroads "already have 
paid their debt for this land." 
Rep. Gearhart (R) of California 
contended that by increasing the 
federal bill the rates to other 
shippers would be reduced. 
Reps. O’Hara (R) of Mnnneaota. 
Poage (D) of Texas add other op­ 
ponents argued that the legislation 
"would represent an outright gift 
to the railroads at a time when 
they are making more money than 
any time in their history". 
They declared the action "would 
take money out of the taxpayers 
pocket and give it to the railroads' 
Rep. Pace (O) of Georgia said 
the proposal would "cost the tax 
payers $200,000,000 to $300,000,000 
yearly when we are trying to re­ 
duce expenditures".

These people who 


have lived to seen the bonds of tyranny lifted from their town know once more 


the joy of freedom. They can now realize again the glorious feeling of speaking 


as they wish, of attending the churches of their faith. Children can see smiles on 


the faces of parents who have not had reason to smile for a long time. Slowly the 


ravages of fear are wiped from the hearts of men and women who have lived 


without hope for so long. Where before they have felt the brutality of the iron 


whip of Fascism they now feel the kindly helpfulness of democracy. They are 


once mere a free people, instead of a people enslaved by the bonds of fear. Tho 


ideals of democracy which live so strongly in the hearts of all Americans, once 


more bring the light of freedom to a darkened Europe.
